ELECTRIC AND WATER PLANTS 
MUST BE ENLARGED AT ONCE 


—— ek 


Engineer Places Report Before Council Showing That 
Both Are Already Taxed Beyond Proper Capacity 


Two reports placed before the city 
council last night by the city engine=r 
sndicated that the city has reached ‘ne 
point where the population has over- 
taken the water and ligh services and 
ing on a mych larger scale 
than anything heretofore contemplat- 
ej must be undertaken at once if the 
gity is to avoid a water famine next 
year, with its attendant possibilities 
of devastation by fire. Anc if the 
electric light plant is te meot the de- 
“mands that will be made upon it with- 
in the next year,even excluding from 
the consideration the demands that will 
be made upon the plant for power for 
the street railway, not a day is to be 
lost in placing orders for new plant. 
In fact as the report indicates, the 
city is going to be short of light for 
a couple of months next year any- 
way as the present rate of increase in 
the applications for light service is so 
rapid that the demand will overtake the 
supply before the new-plant can be in- 
stallei. The amount of light used has 
déoublei within the past year and there 
is every reason to believe that it will 
more than double again within the 
next. ‘The pliant is already working 
to its load limit on Saturday nights. 
On the Ist of January the city’s con- 
tract with Strathcona will run cut, 
after which the city will have asur- 
plus of power for a few months, but 
the respite will be only brief. 

On the water proposition, the city 
has long since passed the safe limit 
where the pumps represented a dupli- 
cate plant. Should the largé pump 
break down at any time the small 
pump could not supply the city and 
situation, in case of fire, would be 
dangerous if not disastrous. To help 
tide over this contingency until such 
time as the city may instal the new 
plant. the council iast night authorized 
the commissioners to make an arrange- 
ment with Strathcona to connect by a 
pupe line laid under the river cne Ei- 
monton system with the pumping sta- 
tien across the river. The arrang*- 
ment, of course would be reciprocal, 
eth town helping to protect the other. 
the cost would be $6,000. 

Tne reports of the engineer were 
favorably considered and referred back 
for farther details. He is to furnish 
the council with ‘specifications of the 
jewer plant required and all the par- 
titulars regarding the proposed water 
plant such as length of main, levels, 
sressure at different points on the 
city’s system. The location of the nev 
water works, as proposed by the city 
engineer, is almost due south of 2ist 
street, on the south west corner of 
the south east e@arter of sec. 36, range 
%, township 52, and calls for two 16- 
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inch mains one and one half miles long. 
The following are the reports 
| tull:4 

| The following report is intendg) to 
show the present capacity and condi- 
tion of the Electric Light Station and 
also the necessity for extending th? 
same in the near future. 

The prysent plant haga capacity of 
675 KW in two units of 450 and 225 
KW. each. There is at presenta max- 
imum load of 564 KW. which is more 
than a joad for either machines ¢ep- 
arately and if either machine experi- 
enced an accident, the City would have 
to run on reduced power. The boiler 
plant consists of a total of 1200 horse 
power of which 800 horse power is not 
yet in operation. Thite boilers have to 
supply power for the combined wate- 
pumping and electric light plants ani 
although the boiler plant exceeds in 
horse power the ratel power of th2 
electric light and pumping engines, it 
is necessary that it should in order 
that there may be a spare boiler to 
allow for cleaning without menacing 
the operation plant. 

THE STACK: 

The stack has a capacity o° 375 h. 
p.; and as it is at present requiiei to 
handle the smoke of 1000 horse power 
it has been necessary to supplement it 
with a mechanical blower, which will 
enable the plant to get through this 


winter without any great inconven!- 
ence. 
j From the above it will be ce2n that 


in pPrder to be ready for next winter 
there must be an extension to th2 
plant. 

It might be said that the additions 
had heen ready for this present winter. 
{ do mot, however, consider that it was 
vecessary as there is a certain allow- 
ible risk that must be assumed in the-e 
natters, and the plant will be in an 
»verloadei condition for a fceriod of 
-hree months only,and then only for 
a part of each twenty-four hours. Ths 
nconveniencs, except under extreme 
sonditions, will th’s winter be very 
slight and will amount possibly to no- 
ching more than a shortage of the arc 
lighting. 

The advantage of assuming this lignt 
additional risk has, this year especially, 
been great. Since June two very im- 
,ortant features are teing presented 
ramely: The Electric Strest Railway 
and possibly an electrical pumping 
lant. These two conditions will influ- 
ence to a large extent the magnitude 
of the proposed extension. 

The following detailed list incluces 
he extensions and changes which I} 
would suggest for the coming year and} 
which will serve to increase the guar- | 
antee of lig and power to an exfent 
a8 is necessary where a large popula- 
tion depends, on the continuei opera- | 
tion of the system. 
ENGINE AND ALTERNATOR: }

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The capacity has been made meet 
sible by a particular method of con- 
necting the deep well pumps. The 
pressure pwmps have a maximum ¢ca- 
pacity of 1750 gallons per minuteand 
can deliver this quantity against fire 
pressure of eighty pounds pe- square 
inch in the city. 

REASONS FOR CHANGE 

It is necessary that the cityv of Ed- 
monton immediately undertake an im- 
proving and enlarging of the capacity 
of the water supply system. 

The population is rapidly increasing 
and. there™is not the least doubt but 
that it will double in the next two 
years. The amount of water 1ejuired 
will also double and the amount of pro- 
perty to be protected in case of rire 


in | Will be very greatly increisei. There- 


fore, in order to be preparei for these 
coming demands, preparations shouid b2 
made at once. 

It is admitted that the location of 
the pressnt plant is not suitab.e for 
the furnishing of water for a city of 
the proportians to which Edmonton is 

sstined,, on account of the river flow- 
ing through a part of the city that 
| will soon be thickly populated. 
There exists a iesling and a good 
reason that the water supply of the 
city should be free from even a sus- 
picion of contamination. 

The map which accompanies the re- 
port shows the location of the pump- 
ing plant where the wate: is taken 
from the river at a point which is at 
present frce fr6m all contamination and 
will be until the city reaches very 
large proportions. 

In the water suppliss of cites there 
are two distinct systems in use. First 
the gravity pressure systen, and sec- 
ond, the direct pressure system. 

The supply under the direct gravi- 
ty system may be either from a re3- 
ervoir or. from some other elevated 
point at or near the point of consump- 
tion, or from some natural fall atsome 
point up stream such as to give the 
necessary pressure by gravity. 

The direct pressure system is where 
the pressure is sustained directly by 
the pumps, the pumps being control ed 
so that the pressure is Led at the re- 
quired point, 

The gravity pressure systen is by 
far the most desirable where natural 
conditions will admit of its adoption, 
and a city having a natural eley- 
ation offering a location for a res2r- 
voir, has a very great advantage with 
regard to water supply. The gravity 
system, however, is not applicab’e to 
Edmonton on account of the evenness 
of the iand surface and on account of 
ithe ggreat distanc2 to which the r‘ve- 
would have to be tapped in orcer to 
give a domestic pressuie of 70 lbs per 
and a grav- 
ity supply of les3 pressure than this 
should not be considered. The river 
would have to ba tappsi at a point 
where the surface was at least 600 fcet 
higher than it is opposite the city. 

The gravity pressure systen, when 
procured-by- elevatel tanks and ‘gtand 
pipes, is expensive and unsatisfactory 


| and not applicable to large cities. 


It therefore ce2ms that, owing to the 
natural conditions that surround E- 
monton, the city is committed to 
dircet pressure systen. The pumping 
machinery must be cufiiciently in dur- 
licate to insure the city at all times 
ageinst a shut-down, which dugl'cat:on 
is not a0 necessary with the gravity 
supply. : 

The system with which this recort 


deals is a direct jressure system and 
the pumps will be located at the 
point shown on the map. 
MACHINERY.

wy a turbine driven alternator. The 
capacity of the alternator should bs at | 
east 900 KW or the nearest standard 
machine to this capacity. The engire 
or turbine horse power can te found by | 
allowing 11-3 horse per K.W., thus a 
$90 KW machine would requir2 a 1200 | 
horse power engine or turbine. 

The alternator should be 60 cycle, .

The machine-y 
should at first consist of two 3,000,000 
gallon turbine pumps direct conneciel 
to alternating current motors. 

These pumps should be cesigned to 
give thi8 supply against a head of 150 
lbs. per square inch at the pumps. This 
would be equal to 70 lbs. per square 
inch (domestic) in the city. Only one 
of the pumps would be requirei at 
first.

CONDENSER AND AIR PUMP—

| BOILER HOUSE ROOF— 

The boiler house roof will have to be

the question of elevated coal bins with 
coal conveyers could be considered, the 
|rcof trusses and stack might be rein- 
forced and possibly to coal bins as

BURNED 


IN LAUNDRY FIRE 


Miss Fanny Holmes Victim Of Fire Which Ruined 
Troy Laundry. 


A disastrous and distressing event cc- 
curred yesterday aftesnoon when the 
Troy Laundry was completely gutted 
fire, and three pe-sons injured. Miss 
Fanny Holmes who lives with her | 
mother and sister Lily at 15 Morris | 
street received severe surface burns on 
the face, hands and legs, which up to 
the present time it is impossible to say 
whsther she will recover. Mis; Holmcs 
was taken to the General Hospital. The 


nurses said this morning that she had) 


passed a bad night. 
The fire occurred about four o'clock 


and originated from an explosion of a | 


gasoline tank used for heating the cy- 
hinders. Two weeks ago today a sim- 
iar e¥plosion occurred, causing consid- 
erable damage. Rezairs had be2n com- 
pleted only a few days. Yesterday’ 
fire has left nothing but the br.ck walls) 
‘and roof. The machines are badly 
damaged, but as yet the loss cannot te 
estimated. About one thousand dollars | 
worth of laundry goois were destroy- 
ed. The loss is coverei by an insur- 
ance of $4,000. 

: Relating the story of the disaster Mr. 
Thomas, the manager of the Troy 
Laundry, said he heard the explosion 
and knew what it meant. 
of the office to find the building filled 
with smoke and the laundry goods in 
fiames. The operators ruskei out the) 
tgont door. Some ran out of theback 
door through the engine room. FEefore 
leaving the office he seized the tele- 
hone and called for the fire brigade. 
As he was running outside he reard a) 
gcream. Creeping along the floor he 
found Fanny Hoimes lying on a pile | 


of blankets. Evidently th? little girl, 


ran the wrong way acros3 the room 
and tripped on the blankets. Her 
clothes were on fire. Mr. Thomas at-| 
tempted to smother the flames withthe 
blankets and in doing so burned his 
hands. Picking her up he carriei her 
outside, in which he was assisted by 
one of the employees. Dr. Farquharson 
was called and in the meantime Dr. 
Harwocd arrived. The doctors hastily 
dreszei the burnei parts and seni for

the ambullance. 

Mr. Thomas says the brigade made a 
quick ‘run to the scene of ‘he fire. The 
distance from the fire hall is about 7300 


feet. § 

The sister of the injurei girl Mise 
Lily Holmes was standing near Fanny 
when the explosion occurred. Fanny 
was nearer the door than he: sister, 
who shouted, ‘Fanny come.” Lily says 
Fanny was a little deaf and possibiy 
did not hear. The two girls live with 
their mother at 15 Morris street ana 
support a family of gmall children. 
They came to the city about four 
months ago. 

The foreman behaved with character- 
istic bravery. He was near the wasner 
| when the explosion occuriel. He ran 
to the whistle and sounded a fire 
alarm, remaining at his post until his 
hand was severely burnel. 

Mr. Thomas saya his business is 
| practically ruined. This werk tre 
| trade was the largest since the laun- 
|dry was established e’even weeks ago. 
| He had twenty-four emrcloyess. He 
| ouee not estimate the loss and said 
it was partially covered by insuranc>. 
The cause of the fire is difficult to 
| explain, and what ever may be said 
is mere probability. As far as can be 
learned it was due to the fact that 
the blower which drives a strong Ccur- 
|rent of air into the gasoline géner- 
ator ceased revolving leaving a va- 
cume in the gasoline tank. From the 
tank several tubes conduct the gaso- 
} line into the cylinders of the machiaes 
in order to heat them. A valve at the 
| outlet of the tank is supposed to pre- 
vent any return of the. gas into the 
generator. The probability is that 
the valve refused to work and allowing 
| the ignited gas to flow back into the 
liquid gasoline which caused the ex- 
| plosion. A’s to the cause of the blow- 
| er stopping it is supposed the lacing 
of the belt that drives it loosened. Mr-. 
| Thomas says the beit could not pos- 
| sibly come off as it wes ‘kept inpo- 

sition by guards. 

Chief Davidson stated today that a 
similar fire occurred in Winnipeg on 
November 7th causing the death of one 
woman and injuring a man who at- 
tempted to rescue her.

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horses to see which cou!d get ahead and 
so out of the reach of the switch and 
| the rear horse wag continually making 
| wide detours through the bush to try 
| to get ahead of the others. 

The last white man who tried totra- 
vel over this trail was the Earl of 
Caithness, that inveterate old traveller. 
He found the fire still raging and was 
compelled to turn back. When xe 
came to the track of the flames a wiid 
scene of desolation prezented itself. 
Enormous poplars, pine and spruce hed 
been burned through at the roots and 
brought crashing to earth. They weie 
piled in every direction. It was quite 
impossible for us to get through and 
Michci mad? a jong detour throughtre 
trackiess forests and brought us out 
safely on another trail te the south. 

This Michel was the best man I ever 
|saw around a camp. There is a |0t 
of work connected with a pack train. 
Twice a day at the noon spell and the 
| night camp, everything had to beun- 

loaded and the horses turnei out and 
|twice a day, camp had to be struck, 
ithe horses caught, the packs adjusie! 
The half breeds have a horror of 
ithe bush at night. Michel declined to 
{ride back to join our friends theugh 
lit was bright roon-light. We spent 
' the night in the tepee of Pierre Toma, 
the great moose hunter in the dis- 
itrict. Here we were treated to an- 
|other supper, about an hour after the 
first, of moose tongue and moose 
heart, the sweetest meat I ever tast- 
ed. Pierre himse!f ate an entire wash- 
basin full of the savory mixture, en- 
tertaining us between mouthfuls with 
the story of the day’s hunt. Although 
;{ could not understand his language i 
could follow the story very, well from 
| his graphic gestures. They tell these 
endless stories with the most loving 
little details of the cougtry they have 
traversed, here a little muskeg, there 

a tall spruce by the side of a ciear 
| apring beyond a round hill. The 
boys hear these stories up from their 
infamcy and this accounts for their 
amazing knowledge of the country. But 
such knowiedge uoes not extend very 
far. Take an Indian_out of his own 
little district and he is quite at a 
loss. They are not great travellers. 

There was another great fire, fully 
eighteen feet long bulit down the 
centre of Pierre’s tepee with a great 
rack of moose meat above it. We all 
laid down in a row with our feet to- 
wards it, first the seven small children 
then the mother and father, then Mi- 


chel and I. In the night a furious 
storm came up and the rain streamed 
into the gaping tepee. We were 


drenched by morning, but quickly dried 
ourselves before the great fire built 
by Mrs. Pierre. 

Pouce Coupe prairie is a beautiful- 
little tract containing ebout two hun- 
rei square miles. Both the G.T.P. 
ind C.N.R. survey parties have drawn 
lines across it on the way to the 
e Pass. it was badly burned over 
jast summer and it will be several sea- 
sons before the grass recovers as the 
sed has been burned right off in plac- 
| es. Before the fire, I was told, the 
grass was knee high in June. It is 
without doubt an extraordinary favored 
little district. All the streams run 
| in deep coulees. They are apt to dry 
fup at the end of the season. 

| One day as we were quietly trotting 
; over the tender green grass which 
{had sprung up since the fire, we saw a 
| big brown bear quietly browsing in a 
little poplar bluff. We only had cne 
| twenty-two rifle in the party and that 
|had been damaged the day before by 
| one of the horses stépping on it. Bruin 
| was net more than twenty-five yards 
from us. He raised his head quietly 
| looked us over and went on with his 
meal. Michel crept up as close as pos- 
isible and pluged him with his little 
| pep-gun. Then with a series of 
|} wild yells the four of us bore down 
on him and bruin stayed not on the 
} Order of his going but took to 
| the prairie. It was a glorious chase. 
jI had no idea a bear could travel so 
fast. They cross their hind legsright 
| over the front ones as you have seen 
ithem in comic pictures. and progress 
jin a series of bounds. At the time 
| my horse was so close I could almost 
have leaned over and dropped a stone 
on him but I had no weapon of any 
kind, net even a rope. 

In swerving suddenly, my stirrup 
broke and I promptly went off on my 
| head, much to the amusement of Mi- 
|}chel. When I managed to gather my- 
|} gelf tegether and to catch my horse, 
the hunting oarty had disappeared over

He simply made 
straight for the trail of the Horse 
ahead regardless of any obstacles 
When his pack hit anything, something 
had to give way.
